Rutgers, The State University 


Rutgers, The State University, which began as a struggling colonial college 
before the Revolution, is heading into its Bicentennial Year. The University has 
extensive plans for a year-long celebration of its 200th birthday. 


Rutgers was founded in 1766 by Dutch pioneers and originally was called 
Queens College under a charter from King George III of England. The young 
college’s existence was threatened by the Revolution, but growth followed that 
conflict, just as unprecedented expansion has been experienced since the last World 


War. 


Rutgers was given its present name in 1825, after generous gifts had been re- 
ceived from Colonel Henry Rutgers, a New York philanthropist. Forty years later 
it was designated the Land Grant College of New Jersey, the liberal arts course was 
enlarged, and courses leading to bachelor degrees in agriculture and engineering were 
added. 


In 1902 a ceramics department was established, New Jersey College for Women 
with its own New Brunswick campus, was founded in 1918; the School of Education 
added in 1923; and in 1925 the Extension Division for non-degree education and the 
School of Journalism were established. The College of Pharmacy was added in «927, 
University College, degree-granting evening division, was established in 1934, and 
Newark University was merged with Rutgers in 1946. In 1945, the State Legislature 
brought all divisions of Rutgers within the designation of the State University of 
New Jersey. In 1950, an act of the State Legislature incorporated the College of South 
Jersey in Camden, including a two-year liberal arts college and a law school, into 
the State University as the Rutgers College of South J . The liberal arts college 
has since expanded to a four-year curriculum. In Apri N.J.C. was renamed 
Douglass College. In 1956, under a reorganization program, the University was 
officially designated, Rutgers, The State University, and came under the management 
of an 11-man Board of Governors. 


Dr. Mason W. Gross, the 16th president of the University, was inaugurated in 
May, 1959- 

Rutgers currently is completing a $50,000,000 construction program largely 
financed through passage in 1959 of a state bond issue. The Men's Colleges in New 
Brunswick have approximately doubled the 1957 enrollment (3,000 to 5,700).

The Rutgers Coaching Staff 


John F. Bateman, Head Coach 


EGINNING his sixth season at Rutgers, John Bateman has led the Scarlet to a 
-674 winning percentage, with 31 wins in 46 games. Bateman’s record includes 
the only undefeated season in the 96 years of Rutgers football—a 9-o mark in 1961. 
Bateman, who was an assistant at Columbia under Lou Little for 11 years and at 
Penn under Steve Sebo from 1957 through 1959, is a native New Jerseyan. He at- 
tended Central High and St. Benedict’s prep in Newark before entering Columbia 
in 1934. He played guard under Little at Columbia, captaining the 1937 Lion eleven. 
He returned to Columbia as an assistant in 1946 after three years in the Navy and 
three years as coach at Middletown, N. Y., High School. 
The holder of a master's degree in political science and a doctorate in education 
from Columbia, Dr. Bateman is Rutgers’ 15th football coach since 1goo. He and his 
wife have three sons. They live in Highland Park. 


Matthew J. Bolger, Jr., Assistant Coach 


pee HIS 1oth year at Rutgers, Matt Bolger served here four years under 
John Stiegman and continued on the staff under John Bateman. Charged with 
coaching the offensive line, he formerly was end coach. Born and raised in Newark, 
he is a 1948 graduate of Cornell and coached five years at Brown before coming to 
Rutgers. A veteran of the Marine Air Corps, he has a 61-35-1 five-year record as 
coach of the Scarlet baseball team. Matt, his wife and three children live in Edison 
Township. 


DeWayne “Dewey” King, Assistant Coach 


A RENOWNED EXPERT on pass defense, Dewey King is in his sixth season at 
Rutgers. A graduate of the University of North Dakota, his staff responsibility 
is with the defense. A native of Cando, N. D., King was an assistant at Michigan State 
before serving from 1954 through 1959 as a Penn assistant under Steve Sebo. King, 
who lives in New Brunswick with his wife and two sons came to Rutgers with Bate- 
man, who was a fellow assistant at Penn. 
A book about pass defense by King, “Jericho,” was published in 1963. 


Frank Burns, Assistant Coach 


Rvtees ALL-TIME great quarterback, Frank Burns returned to Rutgers in 
1961 after four years at Chatham, N. J., High School. Burns twice previously 
served Rutgers, first as freshman coach and later as varsity backfield coach. He also 
was head coach at Johns Hopkins University in Baltimore. A native of Roselle Park, 
Burns was an all-east quarterback and an outstanding catcher on the baseball team 
as an undergraduate. Burns, whose chief assignment is coaching the offense backfield, 
lives in Berkeley Heights with his wife and three children. 


Robert Naso, Assistant Coach 


A 1959 RUTGERS graduate, Bob Naso excelled in football and lacrosse as a player 

and in 1961-62 became varsity lacrosse coach and freshman football coach for 
his alma mater. He was assistant lacrosse coach for two years and in 1959 coached 
the 150-pound football team, When Warren Schmakel accepted the head coaching 
assignment at Boston U., Naso was promoted to the varsity staff as defensive line 
coach. Naso's four year lacrosse record is 27-18. Bob and his wife, Carole, live in New 
Brunswick. They have two daughters. 


William J. Speranza, Freshman Coach 


c= MOST recent addition to the Rutgers football staff, Bill Speranza 
quarterbacked (with Sam Mudie) the undefeated Rutgers eleven of 1961. In 
his three varsity football seasons, the new freshman coach participated on teams 
which won 23 of 27 games. Speranza, who also won three letters as a catcher- 
outfielder in baseball, was an assistant football coach at Liberty High, Bethlehem, 
Pa., in 1962 and 1963 before joining Bateman’s staff last year. 


Ruigers Athletic Administration 


Albert W. Twitchell, Director of Athletics 


A FTER A distinguished coaching career which terminated in 1961, Albert W. 

Twitchell succeeded Harry J. Rockafeller as director of athletics at Rutgers. A 
1935 graduate of the University, Twitchell has been a member of the staff since 1947 
as a coach and administrator. we 

Twitchell won six varsity letters as an undergraduate, captaining the 1934 foot: 
ball team as center and winning the Donald Leslie Coursen trophy, highest indi- 
vidual athletic award given at the University. 7 

A native of Dedham, Mass., he began his coaching career at North Plainfield, 
N. J., High School, He went to Sewanhaka High School in 1937, served later as as- 
sistant football coach at Hofstra College, then returned to Sewanhaka as head coach 
of football and lacrosse until 1947. : 

He coached sub-varsity football and freshman lacrosse at Rutgers until he be 
came varsity line coach in 1949 and succeeded his own former coach, Fred Fitch, as 
varsity lacrosse mentor in 1950. During his 12 seasons as lacrosse coach, his teams 
won go games, lost 31 and tied one. He became assistant to the director of athletics 
in 1952, later was named assistant director. 

Twitchell is past president of the U. S. Lacrosse Coaches Assn. and the Inter. 
collegiate Lacrosse Assn. He coached the North all-star team in 1953 and was named 
“lacrosse coach of the year” in 1958. 


Kenneth G. Germann, Assistant Director 


I HIS fifth year on the Rutgers staff, Ken Germann is a veteran coach and 
administrator. A 1943 graduate of Columbia University, he was an outstanding 
football and basketball player as an undergraduate. A Marine Corps veteran, he spent 
11 years as director of athletics and football coach at Iona Prep in New Rochelle, 
N. Y. He was freshman football coach at Columbia from 1957 to 1960. Germann was 
one of the East’s top basketball and lacrosse officials until retiring in 1961, He holds 
a master’s degree from Columbia Teachers College. He coaches the 150-pound foot- 
ball team, which has a 15-9 mark under his direction. 


Otto H. Hill, Business Manager 


ROMOTED TO the newly-created position of business manager of athletics in 

1961, Otto Hill has been a member of the Rutgers staff since 1947. A 1942 
graduate of Rutgers, he served in the Army and Air Force during World War IL. 
returning to earn his master’s degree in 1947. He coached junior varsity and fresh- 
man football, moving up to the varsity as end coach in 1953, a post he held through 
1955. He was freshman swimming coach from 1947 until 1956, when he succeeded 
the late Jim Reilly as varsity swimming coach, He relinquished that post to take 
over his present assignment and direct the University’s aquatics program. 


Frederick E. Gruninger, Assistant to the Director 
RED GRUNINGER, who joined the Rutgers staff in 1959, served his first five 
years in the Office of Alumni Relations, He was associate director before moving 
over to become Al Twitchell’s assistant in July, 1964. He also is coach of the golf 
team which has had two consecutive 12-2 seasons under his guidance. Gruninger is 
a 1953 Rutgers alumnus.

The Outlook — 1965 


If Rutgers were facing 1965 with an established quarterback, optimism un- 
doubtedly would pervade Coach John Bateman’s pre-season remarks, 

The prospects are fair to good, anyway, especially if you don’t pay excessive 
attention to the schedule alterations. The opposition is a good deal stronger, in- 
cluding Army and Holy Cross in place of Penn and Delaware. Also, most of the 
Scarlet’s opponents are expected to be as good or better than they were in 1964. 

Although the outlook generally is favorable, there are problems which must 
be solved before the prospects definitely can become good, rather than just fair. 
Of the 22 starting positions (offense and defense), only 11 will be manned by the 
same players who were there in 1964. 

Three other offensive posts will be filled by veterans who have been converted 
to new jobs. The remaining assignments, eight in all, will go to untested athletes. 

THE OFFENSE: The set jobs are center, Pete Savidge; right tackle, Ron 
Kenny; right end, either Bob Stohrer or Jack Emmer; left halfback, Ralf Stegmann; 
right halfback, Charley Mudie. All are holdovers. Also considered set are left (tight) 
end, where Bob Brendel will go after leading the rushers at fullback last year; and 
right guard, where Gene Renna is making the move from short side to long side. 
At left tackle, letterman end Jim Hackett, out in 1964 with a broken leg, is rated 
first, with sophomore Marty Frankiewicz his chief contender. 

Fullback also is just about set, with Rich Capria succeeding Brendel. Capria, 
a letter-winner, is almost as big as Brendel, is faster and holds his feet well. 

The offensive uncertainties are at left guard, where sophomore John Allen, a 
6-0, 205-pounder, has been given the early nod, and quarterback. 

Jack Callaghan rates the first shot at QB, and could be a carbon copy of last 
year’s ace, Roger Kalinger. Callaghan won a letter at right halfback last year. He 
is a good runner and short passer. If he fails the test, then Bateman and his aides 
will have to pick among juniors Fred Eckert (good field general), Bob Kenny 
(good passer) and Alan Greaves, a tall, slender sophomore. 

THE DEFENSE: The set jobs are end (Garth Weber), tackle (Jerry Sertick), 
middle guard (Tom Connelly), line backers (Bob Brush and Bob Schroeder) and 
safety (George Lamb), Chet Ward, who will double at left halfback, is expected 
to hold down the all-important corner linebacker position. Sampson Brown, a 26- 
year-old Marine veteran, will get first crack at the other tackle post. A sophomore, 
Scott Lewendon, has been assigned the vacant end job. The defensive fullback, 
who plays either middle or corner linebacker, probably will be Lou Tepper, an 
intense football student, who saw little action last year. The open deep back posi- 
tion will go to Bill Carroll, Skip Flanagan or Denny McGorry, all juniors. 

There are a number of others, jayvee graduates and sophomores, who are 
counted on to push the “paper” first stringers and provide depth. 

The season hinges on the opening statement, however. A good quarterback 
can compensate for other shortcomings. Stegmann, Mudie and Capria are fine 
running backs, Jack Hohnstine is a good kicker, either of extra points or field 
goals, and there are some excellent linemen, specifically Kenny, Sertick, Connelly, 
Schroeder and the pass-catching twins, Stohrer and Emmer.

GARY BENKE, junior, Gary was not invited to pre-season camp in 1964, but 
reported after season had begun. He made enough of an impression in jayvee 
ball to earn a bid this fall . . . Brother of former Scarlet standout Paul Benke 
‘61 . . . Starred in basketball at Belvidere High . . . Biological Sciences student. 


ROBERT BRENDEL, senior. Bob, last year’s rushing leader, will be moved to end 
in the fall to strengthen a light left side of the line and make way for Rich 
Capria at fullback. Brendel was rushing leader last year, but played right end 
first five games of varsity career in 1963 . . . At 6-3, 215, should help blocking 
on “weak” side of line. Also is goer pass catcher and will do all of team’s 
punting . . . River Dell High graduate . . . Sociology student. 


JOHN EMMER, junior. Although he didn’t start a game last fall, Jack Emmer led 
the team in pass receiving and may be one of best around . . . Has great moves 
and faking ability, better than average speed .. . Shares split end post with 
senior Bob Stohrer ... The Mineola (N. Y.) High alumnus sparkled as de- 
fenseman in lacrosse last spring . . . Physical Education student.
